Refer to my letter dated June 9, 1964, wherein 
you were advised that with regard to your request that the 
noncommissioned officers who directly supervised Jack L. 

Ruby be interviewed, this Bureau was conducting a review 
of service records at the U. S. Army Records Center, 

St. Louis, Missouri, in an effort to identify the noncom- 
missioned officers. This review has been completed and a 
list of 379 names has been compiled. 

It has been determined that 16 of these individuals 
transferred with Ruby from one unit to another, including 
one sergeant who was in Ruby's unit in June, 1944, and still 
in his unit as of January, 1946. Records of these 16 
individuals are being reviewed for last known addx-esses and 
they will be interviewed as they are the most logical 
persons who might have known Ruby. 

Please advise immediately if you desire the 
remaining 363 soldiers contacted as it will be necessary 
to conduct extensive investigation possibly reaching to 
all parts of the country in an effort to locate them for 
interview.
